The Convention was 
largely attended and a spirit of signal en­ 
thusiasm prevaded the assemblage. 
The 
candidate for State Senator on the R epub­ 
lican ticket, was James Sutherland, who 
was an early settler, and had already be* 
o in e a prominent business man. 
Judge 
Noggin was his opponent who ran inde­ 
pendent. 
M r. Sutheiland received 1,911 
aud Judge Noggle 709. 
All the Republi­ 
can candidates for the Assembly 
were 
elected. George H. Williston was elected 
over John J. 
R. 
Pease by 25 majority. 
S. G. Colley wa9electe.l over J oho Hackett 
by 224 mai irity. 
Joseph Goodrich and 
N. B. Howard had no opposition. The 
candidates for county offices were—Sheriff, 
A. Hoskins, then of La Prairie ; Register 
of Deeds, Charles R. Gibbs, then of Har­ 
mony, now of Whitewater ; Clerk of the 
Court, E. P. King, of Beloit ; Clerk of the 
Board, J. L. V. Thomas, of Newark ; 
Treasurer, M. T. Walker, of Milton ; Dis­ 
trict Attorney, S. J. Todd. 
Mr. Todd 
wimdrew from the canvas9. 
He believed 
the Fugitive Slave Law unconstitutional, 
aud avowed that be would perform no du­ 
ties under it ii elected Sheriff, a n i there­ 
fore refused to be a candidate. AU the 
Republican candidates were elected by 
large maj /lilies. Matt Carpenter wa9 the 


Democratic candidate for District Attor­ 
ney, and G. B. Ely ran independent. Etch 
received 1,109 votes, and Todd, 782. 
For 
some irregularity, the town of Turtle was 
thrown out whicn gave the election lo Ely, 
an I he received the certificate. Washburn 
ran for Congress against Oils Hoyt, D em ­ 
ocrat, and earned the coanty by 1,419 
m ijonty. 
Since the organization of the party in 
1854, the Republicans have invariably made 
a clean sweep of the county officers and 
State Senators. In 1856, Fremont's ina- 
j >rity was 2,743 ; Washburn for Congress, 
had 2,762 maj inly.

So far as Tilden is concerned, it would have 
been personally a bad thing for him to 
have been elected or proclaimed President

was elected. John Sherman may be Pres­ 
ident, but they will hardly worry his lite 
out.

the world treats its Indians so generous­ 
ly as we do. 
Why,-.we devote millions of 
money every year to the support of these 
natives.” 
“ Yes; but do you believe they get it ?” 
“ Well, yes,” answered the 
General ; 
“they get a fair proportion ot it, at any 
rate.” 
“ What do you thiuk of the affair at the 
Cape of Good Hope, General ?” 
“ Well, I believe it is much the same as 
our troubles with the Indians. 
From the 
moment our forefathers landed at Plymouth 
Rock the Indians were doomed, and 90 it 
is with the Kafirs. 
It is a question of 
domination. England wants that terri­ 
tory, and she will have it.

ernment 
within 
our 
knowledge, 
still 
assembled under a constitution made 48 
years ago, and written In but nine articles. 
The constitution is a liberal charter, made 
by John M. Clayton mainly, aod provides 
for nine State Senators and twenty-one 
Representatives and four counties. 
Delaware is a land of loam, marl, clay 
and sand, with some extensive marshes

Delaware bas no ocean 
commerce, packet vessels, pilots and fish­ 
ermen making her only fleet, and she bas 
no good seaport but Wilmington, where 
the largest steamships are launched. 
But 
at ttic]entrance.of the Delaware the break­ 
water, the work of halt a century by the 
government, assists all the passing ton 
nage 
of 
the 
Atlantic. 
The 
state 
possessed 
before 
the 
war 
20.000 horses and mules, 10,000 oxen anc 
50.000 cattle, and produces about 1,000,000 
bushels of wheat and rye, and 5,000,000 
bushels of corn and oats. 
Nearly all the 
state Is in Improved land. 
About one-filth 
ot the population is negro or mulatto 
There are seventeen newspapers of ail 
kinds in Delaware, and 252 churches, or 
nearly half as many a9 in California. The 
strong currents of Delaware society are 
still religious aod agricultural—that same 
which Hildreth quaintly described as liv­ 
ing in the quietists theory, leaving poll 
tics to worldly men or the providence o; 
God, and making it their prominent idea,- 
not so much to save the commonwealth as 
to save themselves.

laden from the pure. 
Giving freely to others the r gilts that he 
claimed lor himself, it never occurred to 
bim that his God hateu A I rave honest un­ 
believer. 
lie remembered tin t even an 
infidel has rights that love respects ; thai 
haired has no saving power, and that in 
order lo be a Christian it is not necetSiry 
to become less than a man. 
He 
knew 
that no one eau be maligned into kindness 
that epithets caunot convince; that, curses 
are not arguments, aud the nuger of scorn 
nev erpriot towards 
heaven. 
With the 
generosity of an honest man he accorded 
to ail the fullest liberty ot thought, know­ 
ing, as he did, that in the realm of mind a 
chain is but a curse. 
For this man I eutertain the profoundest 
respect. 
In spite of the taunts and jeers 
of bis bretfireu, he publicly proclaimed 
mat be would neat infidels with fairness 
and respect; that he would endeavor to 
convince them by argument and win them 
with love. 
He insisted that the God he 
worshiped loved the well-being even of 
an aelheist. 
In this grand position he 
stood almost alone. 
Tender, just and lov­ 
ing where others were harsh, vindictive 
and cruel, be challenged the respect and 
admiration ot every honest man. 
A few 
more such clergymen might drive calumny 
trom the lips of faith and render the pulpit 
worthy of respect. 
The heartiness and kindness with which 
this generous man treated me can never be 
excelled. 
He admitted that I had not lost 
aud could not lose a single right by ex­ 
pression of my honest thought. 
Neither 
did he believe that a servant could win the 
respect of a generous master by persecu­ 
ting a n i maligning those whom the mas­ 
ter would willingly forgive, 
Wnile this good man w&9 living, his 
brethren blaimed him for having treated 
me with fairness.

Remedies for Sunstroke. 
Dr. Janes, of the New York Board o 
Health, has issued the following circular 
“Sunstroke is caused by excessive heat 
and especially if the weather is ‘muggy. 
ll is more apt to occur on the second, laird 
or fourth day of a heated term than on the 
first. 
Loss ot sleep, worry, excitement 
close sleeping room?, debility, abuse ot 
stimulants, predispose to it. It is more apt 
to attack those working in the sun, and 
especially between the nours of l l o’clock 
in the morning and 4 o’clock in tbe after­ 
noon. 
On hot days wear thin clothing. 
Have as cool sleeping rooms as possible. 
Avoid loss of sleep and all unnecessary fa­ 
tigue. 
It working indoors, where there is 
artificial heat—laundries etc.—see that the 
room 
is 
well 
ventilated, 
if working 
in the sun, wear a light hat (not black, as 
it absorbs heat), straw, etc., and put in­ 
side of it on the head a wet cloth or a 
large green leaf; trequentiy lilt the hat 
from the head and see that the cloth la 
wet. 
Do not cluck 
perspiration, 
but 
drink what waler you need to keep it up, 
as perspiration prevents the body from 
being overheated. 
Have, whenever pos­ 
sible, an ad Jitional shade, as a thin um­ 
brella, when walking, a canvas or board 
coyer when working in the sun. 
When 
much fatigued do uot go lo work, but be 
excused trout work, especially atter l l 
o’clock rn the morning on very hot days, 
if inc work is in the sun. 
lf a feeling ot 
taliuue, dizziness, headache or exhaustion 
occurs, cease 
work 
immediately, 
Ile 
down 
in 
a 
shady 
and 
cool 
place; apply cold cloths to, and pour cold 
waler over, head aud neck. 
If any one is 
overcome by tbe heat send im m dutely 
lur the nearest good physician 
While 
wailing tor the physician give the person 
cool drinks ut water or o ld black tea or 
cold collet*, it able to swallow. 
It the skin 
is hot ami dry, sponge or pour cold waler 
over the body and limbs, aud apply to the 
head pounded ice, wrapped in a towel or 
other cloth. 
Ii there is no ice at hand 
keep a cold cloth on the head, and pour 
cold water on it, as well as on the 
body. 
ll the person is pale, very faint aud pulse 
techie lei him inhale ammonia for a lew 
second*, or give him a teaspoonful of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia rn two table­ 
spoonfuls of water, with a little sugar.”
